KABUKI THEATER’S RETURN 
"At a climatic point in DOJOJI, a Kabuki dance 
play," Japan Report explains, "an actor appearing as a 
woman pulls a cord on his brilliantly colored kimono and 
instantly the outer dress falls to the ground." But this is 
not Oh! Calcutta! The actor is shown to be wearing pale 
blue silk under the kimono. The change of costume is 
meant to indicate a change of character. 
The oriental stage conventions that permit men to 
play women and to change characters before the 
audience's eyes make a Kabuki performance difficult for 
a Westerner to follow. Even so, Japan's Grand Kabuki 
Theater was enthusiastically received when it last visited 
the United States a decade ago. It is returning for a 
seven-week goodwill tour, starting on Wednesday, Sept.

Kabuki developed late in the long history of Japanese 
theater. It originated in the 16th century, or about 300 
years after the golden age of the classical Noh drama.

A HELPING HAND 
One of the most pressing problems in returning to 
civilian life after being discharged from the military is 
finding a job. The period between discharge and joining 
the ranks of workers is one of frustration and confusion. 
Not the least of the contributing factors is the problem of 
money. Separation pay can be quickly eroded by all of 
the little odds - and • ends necessary for the changeover 
to non-military routine. 
A helping hand in the form of a voluntary, low cost 
hospital-medical expense policy is helping to alleviate a 
portion of the financial burdens of the ex-G.I.s. Those of 
us who have had need of medical care know what a relief 
this can be. Prior to the institution of this 90-day policy, 
former servicemen had to rely on their own initiative for 
interim coverage, as all of the military health care 
benefits ended on the day that they left active duty. The 
only exceptions were retiring personnel. 
The effective date of the new program, offered by 
Mutual of Omaha, was September 1,1969. The program 
is an example of a free enterprise organization's efforts to 
help those who are defending the nation. There are many 
other areas where this company has offered to help 
relieve the problems of our armed forces personnel. It has 
been active in the administration of the Dependent’s 
Medical Care Act of 1956. This is a program designed to 
help pay health care costs for military dependents and 
retired military personnel. 
Under this program, the company administers claim 
payments to hospitals in 17 states and pnysicians in six 
states and Puerto Rico. Thai operation is being conducted 
at cost as a public service.

Twin Oaks advertises for 
converts, hoping that at least 
1,000 persons will want to try a 
way of life that promises "no 
rules to enforce, no personal 
competition, no money to be 
misused, and no glory or power 
to be gained by any single 
individual.”

puts out a newsletter which has

The 
colony

A New Life for Nubians 


In 1964, moro than 45,000 Nubians were evacuated from the Nile valley by the United 
Arab Republic and Sudanese governments because construction of the giant Aswan High 
Dam would turn the valley into a sprawling lake. Five years after the mass evacuation, 
the resilient Nubians apparently have made a cheerful adjustment to their new environ­ 
ment. United Nations agencies, along with the governments involved, have worked to pro­ 
vide a complete range of health, education and social welfare facilities designed to meet 
the needs of Nubian mothers, children and youth. These photos were made in the 
Komombo section of the Governate of Aswai. 


PURE WONDER lights the eyes of this Nubian girl at 
play in the new village's nursery. UNICEF has helped 
to equip three teacher training institutes, a mother-child 
health center, 26 rural primary schools and several 
community development centers.

“At a climatic point in DOJOJI, a Kabuki dance 
play,” Japan Report explains, “an actor appearing as a 
woman pulls a cord on his brilliantly colored kimono and 
instantly the outer dress falls to the ground.” But this is 
not Oh! Calcutta! The actor is shown to be wearing pale 
blue silk under the kimono. The change of costume is 
meant to indicate a change of character. 
The oriental stage conventions that permit men to 
play women and to change characters before the 
audience’s eyes make a Kabuki performance difficult for 
a Westerner to follow. Even so, Japan’s Grand Kabuki 
Theater was enthusiastically received when it last visited 
the United States a decade ago. It is returning for a 
seven-week goodwill tour, starting on Wednesday, Sept. 
10 at New York’s City Center. 
Kabuki developed late in the long history of Japanese 
theater. It originated in the 16th century, or about 300 
years after the golden age of the classical Noh drama.

In 1964, more than 45,000 Nubians were evacuated from the Nile valley by the United 
Arab Republic and Sudanese governments because construction of the giant Aswan High 
Dam would turn the valley into a sprawling lake. Five years after the mass evacuation, 
the resilient Nubians apparently have made a cheerful adjustment to their new environ­ 
ment. United Nations agencies, along with the governments involved, have worked to pro­ 
vide a complete range of health, education and social welfare facilities designed to meet 
the needs of Nubian mothers, children and youth.

General Clement Blanc, Chief 
of Staff of the French army at 
the time and now head of the 
National Association for Retired 
Officers, 
replied: 
“ No, the 
p re se n t 
situ a tio n 
is not 
comparable to the situation then 
because the enemy haa had more 
than ten years to build up his 
strength. Probably in 1953 or 
1954 
there 
was 
a 
possible 
solution, but now you are faced 
with a real national front. We 
never had to cope with attacks 
on Saigon and Hue, not even on 
Hanoi 
“ The situation 
which 
the 
Americans face now is much 
worse- a general insurrection, 
which is the fourth and last stage 
of revolutionary warfare. They 
lack a position of strength from 
which to negotiate. Even so, 
they must negotiate. There is no 
other solution. 
“ Tactically 
the 
American 
position at Khe Sanh is much 
stronger 
than 
ours 
was 
st 
Dienbienphu, which was 300 
kilometers (about 186 miles) 
from 
the 
nearest 
air 
base. 
Arguably it was a mistake to try 
and hold Dienbienphu at all. We 
should 
have 
fallen 
back 
on 
Luang Prabang (in Laos, still 
issociated with France at that 
time). But there is no reason 
why the Americans should be 
defeated at Khe Sanh and, in any 
case, 
Khe 
Sanh 
is not 
the 
determ ining 
factor.

important is the phenomenon of 
revolutionary warfare.” 
Retired Gen. Rene Cogny, 
who was commander of all land 
forces in North Viet Nam, said:

“ At Dienbienphu the enemy 
cut the lines of communication 
very early.

The 
Americans still have the means 
to bring in new supplies and 
personnel and the chance to 
maneuver. At Dienbienphu we 
had no reserves to bring up and 
we 
were 
condem ned 
to 
immobility. I don’t deny that 
the situation in Khe Sanh is 
serious, but I don’t think the 
camp is really in danger. The 
Americans still have both the 
means and the will to win the 
battle. 
“ Strategically, the Viet Minh 
(members of the organization 
that preceded the Viet Cong) 
have got the initiative at the 
moment by launching a counter 
- offensive simultaneously 
at 
Khe Sanh and throughout the 
c o u n t r y , 
B u t 
G e n e r a l 
Westmoreland has every chance 
of regaining the initiative on 
both these fronts.” 
The

questioned 
was 
Maj.

Pouget, who was only a captain 
in his thirties at the time of 
Dienbienphu. But he was aide • 
de- camp to Gen. Henri Navarre, 
the Commander - in - Chief for 
Indochina, 
and 
consequently 
attended 
all the meetings at 
which strategy was worked out 
Later Pouget was parachuted 
into Dienbienphu itself and was 
t aken 
p riso n er 
when 
it 
suirendered. Alter his release, he 
served 
as

Algeria, then left the army to 
devote himself to writing. As 
well as being, the model of the

research on the documents of 
the period and written a book of 
his own, entitled We Were at 
Dienbienphu.

announced in Berlin that the 
West and the Russians would 
meet the vJiinese in Genevs. I 
remember, because we d been 
dropped on Muong Ssi, in Laos, 
and 
we 
w ere 
completely 
surrounded and outnumbered. 
"Then during the night the 
enemy suddenly disappeared and 
m o v e d 
u p 
t o 
a t t a c k 
Dienbienphu. We probably owe 
it to Mr. Eden that we got out of 
Muong Sai safe and sound. 
“ To d a y 
Giap 
has 
the 
initiative and the situation has to 
be judged in relation to his 
intentions. To take Khe Sanh he 
would have to use 40,000 men 
and lose half of them. But if he 
does that and the psychological 
effect is to make the Americans 
give 
up quickly, he will have 
won. 
“What he wants is to control 
the population of South Viet 
Nam. 
American 
opinion 
is 
concentrated 
on 
Khe 
Sihh, 
while political commissars are 
speaking in the public squares of 
every 
small village and even 
Saigon itself, and they have a 
whole party apparatus behind 
them devised by Lenin and Mao 
Tse- tung. 
“ Giap isn’t a classicial general 
like Westmoreland or Navarre. 
He's a genuine Marxist. He’d 
have got very bad marks at 
Sandhurst, or West Point, or the 
Ecole de Guerre. 
“Giap has often explained his 
strategy. He told Paris Match in 
1955: ‘I don’t understand why 
you 
criticize 
your 
soldiers. 
Dienbienphu was perhaps the 
most dangerous thing for us they 
could have done. They forgot 
n o th in g 
except 
the 
moat 
important thing: That for a 
Marxist, strategy is above all 
politics.
